inteqrate a plurality orqanization related data from a plurality of orqanization systems in 
accordance with the matrix cell definitions. 

transform at least part of said data into a risk impact summary and a return impact summary 
for each of one or more elements of value and one or more external factors, 
quantify an impact by item of the elements of value, the external factors and one or more risks 
on an orqanization market value by a seqment of value by analyzinq said data with a series of 
models that use the impact summaries as an input, and 

simulating an organization financial performance using said matrix to identify one or more 
changes at the item level that will optimize one or more aspects of an organization return 

where the system optionally identifies one or more item level changes that will optimize a 

total orqanization risk and a total orqanization value .
